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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-2, and 5-14, drawn to an organic semiconductor composition 
comprising metal particles and a specific p-conjugated polymer or oligomer, considering 
that an organic semiconductor composition comprising metal and a p-conjugated 
polymer or oligomer is well known in the prior art (see for instance Smith et al 
(6,238790 B1). 

Group II, claims 1, 3, 4, and 29-31, drawn to an organic semiconductor 
compound combining with particles through a sulfide group and a method of 
manufacturing of the same. 

Group III, claims 15-28, drawn to a photosensor comprising an organic 
semiconductor layer comprising particles and an organic semiconductor compound 
combining with the particles. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I 
invention does not require the photosensor nor the sulfide; the Group II invention does 
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not require the specific p-conjugated polymer or oligomer of the Group I invention nor 
the photosensor of the Group III invention; while the Group III invention does not require 
the sulfide nor the specific olimger or p-conjugated polymer of the Group I invention. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 1 3.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

Species one of the Group I invention: regioregular poly(3-alkyl)thiophene; 

Species two of the Group I invention: polyporhyrin derivative. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.
